To  make  a  perfect  lawn  the  ground  must  be  thor- 
oughly and  deeply  prepared  by  plowing  or  spading;

REMEMBER  that  most  all  flower  seeds  will 
only  germinate  the  first  year,  so  I  decided  to  burn  all 
such  seeds  as  were  left  over,  therefore  all  my  custo  pi- 
ers will  receive  only  seeds  that  are  fresh  and  of  good 
germinating  powers.  This  of  course  will  cause  me 
quite  a  loss,  but  to  over  come  this  I  have  raised  the 
price  of  seeds  a  fraction,  and  anyone  desiring  good 
and  reliable  seeds  agrees  with  me  and  say,  "you  are 
doing  the  right  thing,"  keep  on." 

An  abbrevation  of  the  letters  that  are  attached  to  each 
kind  of  Flower  Seed. 

A  stands  for  annuals  that  grow,  bloom  and  die  the 
first  year  from  seed. 

B  for  bi-annuals  that  bloom  the  second  year  from 
seed  and, then  die,  although  many  if  sewn  early  in  the 
spring,  will  flower  the  first  year. 

P  for  perennials  that  usually  bloom  the  second 
year  from  seed,  and  continue  to  grow  and  bloom  for 
many  years,  some  will  also  bloom  the  first  year  if 
sown  early. 

H  for  they  that  are  hardy,  these  will  live  over 
winter  with  protection. 
H  H  is  half  hardy. 
T  is  tender. 

For  example:  H  A  is  hatdy  a?muals,  and  H  P 
is  hardy  pernnials,  etc.  All  such  seeds  marked  hardy 
may  be  sown  very  early  in  the  spring;  half  liar dy  and 
tende?  should  not  be  sown  until  all  danger  of  frost  is 
over,  unless  you  start  them  in  conservatories,  hot  beds  or 
in  the  house. 

Open  Air  Culture. 

Flower  seeds  being  usually  small  and  delicate,  the  land  to  receive  them 
must  necessarily  be  carefully  prepared.  Large  stones,  clods  and  other  material 
out  ot  place,  should  be  removed  after  the  earth  has  been  deeply  dug  and  fertil- 
ized; the  earth  should  not  be  made  so  fine  as  to  become  pasty  under  moisture. 

The  best  results  will  generally  be  obtained  by  sowing  all  the  varieties  in 
one  plot  or  bed,  sufficientlv  large  to  hold  all  sorts  in  parallel  rows  one  foot  apart 
and  carefully  weeded  and  otherwise  attended  to  during  early  stages  of  growth. 

Afterwards,  when  one  or  two  inches  high  the  young  plants  can  be  remov- 
ed, on  a  rainy,  cloudy,  or  damp  day,  to  permanent  positions  carefully  prepared 
for  their  reception,  enriched  by  a  previous  application  of  manure  or  compost. 

In  the  after-culture,  the  most  important  matter  is  to  keep  the  beds  well 
thinned,  for  crowding  will  defeat  all  other  preparations,  while  space,  which  at 
first  seems  four  times  to  much,  will  serve  to  develop  robust  plants,  which  by 
their  ample  leafage  and  well  devoloped  flowers,  will  amaze  people  not  familiar 
with  the  conditions  of  ample  space  necessary  to  successful  plant  culture. 

Starting  or  Forcing-  Seeds  in  che  House. 

When  it  is  desired  to  hasten  thedevolopment  of  plants,  they  must  be  sown 
in  the  conservatory  or  in  boxes  within  the  house.  Those  who  have  greenhouses 
hardly  need  directions,  but  for  those  who  have  had  less  experience  we  drop  the 
following  hints; 

Procure  shallow  boxes,  trays  or  board  pots  from  two  to  four  inches  deep, 
the  bottom  premitting  the  free  passage  of  water,  else  the  earth  will  bake  and 
become  sour.  Seeds  will  not  germinate  satisfactorily  or  thrive  on  wet  soil. 
Prepare  a  mixture  of  one-third  leaf  mould  cut  fine,  one-third  clean  sand,  and 
one-third  finely  pulverized,  rotten  stable  manure,  moisten  the  mixture  well  and 
fill  into  the  boxes  to  within  a  half  inch  of  the  top — gently  patting  down  the  sur- 
face to  a  level.  Upon  this  distribute  the  seed  and  cover  just  out  of  sight,  by 
sifting  over  the  seed  the  finest  earth  procurable,  settling  the  seed  down  with  a 
fine  spray  of  water  shaken  from  a  brush,  a  heavier  application  baking  the  sur- 
face. Place  the  boxes  where  they  will  remain  at  a  temperature  of  between  6o° 
and  700,  applying  water  with  a  brush  or  fine  rose  when  the  surface  becomes  dry. 
When  the  seedlings  are  half  an  inch  high  they  may  be  transplanted  to  other 
boxes,  placing  the  tiny  plants  about  one  to  each  square  inch.  When  these  be- 
come so  large  as  to  crowd  each  other,  they  should  again  be  transplanted  to  the 
garden  or  to  other  boxes,  according  to  the  season.

During  the  winter  it  is  advisable  to  cover  the 
surface  of  the  bed  with  a  thin  layer  of  manure,  which 
will  afford  a  slight  protection  to  the  bulbs  and  also 
materially  enrich  the  soil.  In  the  spring  the  manure 
may  be  removed  or  dug  in  between  the  rows.  Care 
should  be  taken  that  they  have  proper  drainage,  no 
water  being  allowed  to  stand  around  the  roots.  Once 
firmly  established,  they  should  not  be  disturbed  often- 
er  than  once  in  five  years.  To  produce  extra  fine 
specimens  plant  the  bulbs  in  small  pots  early  in  spring 
and  raise  them  in  the  greenhouse  or  house.
